In Man Prof. J. G. Frazer d iscusses 
three remarkable statues of kin gs of 
Dahome n ow d eposited in the Troca- 
d ero museum. The figures are symbol- 
bolical, each kin g bein g represen ted in 
the guise of an an imal. 
Thus, Guezo, 
who reign ed from 1818 to 1858, an d 
was kn own as “the cock,” is represen t­ 
ed by a man covered w'ith feathers; 
Guelele (1858-89), “the lion ,” as a lion 
ram pan t; Behan zin , his successor, who 
was fin ally d eposed by the 
Fren ch, 
kn own as “the shark,’’ appears as a 
d ogfish graced with the arms an d sup­ 
ported by human legs. The “feathers” 
which on ce covered 
the 
statue 
of 
Guezo are n othin g but metal plates, 
n ails, gimlets an d scraps of old Iron . 
Prof. Frazer observes that the exist­ 
en ce of these statues seems to prove 
that certain kin gs of Dahome habit­ 
ually posed as certain fierce an imals 
or as bird s. 
They possibly in ten d ed 
by this mean s to serve some magical 
purpose. 
At an y rate, they can uot be 
totems hered itary in the 
male 
lin e, 
sin ce they d iffered in three successive 
gen eration s traced from father to son .
